C., Jan. lo.— Sen­ 
ator Tom Formally has revived the 
export debenture farm relief plan as 
a substitute for farm relief legisla­ 
tion in view of the decision of the 
.supreme court holding unconstitution­ 
al the Agricultural Adjustment Aet. 
’His plan is not exclusive, but may l>e 
possibly linked with other farm legis­ 
lation in order to m ake a complete 
program. 
A hill embodying the export deben­ 
ture will be introduced In the senate 
by Senator Connu My this week. 
The export debenture for farm pro­ 
ducts Is based upon the same princi­ 
pal 
as 
the protective tariff except 
that it is made applicable to exports 
rath e r than imports. 
Since the farm ­ 
er must pay a tariff on m anufactured 
goods and 
must sell 
his exportable 
surplus in a world free market, it is 
the senators theory that on the ex­ 
portable surplus of farm products the

The pruning of older trees
